It really is 
not an exact science, although 
wasteage this season has been far less 
than last season, with the numbers of 
complete sell-outs vastly increased. 

Hopefully our last home match 
against Bristol City will he one mas- 
sive celebration. It is only a shame 
the police have insisted it is an ‘all 
ticket match for both home and 
away supporters. 

Don't miss this one and buy your 
tickets in advance as the police have 
asked the club to stress that no tick- 
ets will be on sale on the day of the 
game. 

My personal congratulations also 
go to my good friend Jim Gardner 
our very popular head groundsman 
who has got Adams Park into the top 
three again this season.

WYCOMBE Wanderers celebrated 
the 50th Anniversary of the handing 


over of their old Loakes Park ground 
to the club by Frank Adams and the 
40th Anniversary of the 1957 Amateur 
Cup Final, last Saturday. 

th anniversaries were celebrated 
as the Blues entertained Bournemouth 
in the Nationwide League Second 
Division. 

On April 19, 1947, Frank Adams, a 
former player, Officially handed over 
Wycombe Wanderers old Loakes Park 
ground to the club by a land transfer. 

The deeds were handed over in a 
ceremony on the pitch prior to an Isth- 
mian League match against Corin- 
thian Casuals. 

Loakes Park, which was situated 
next to Wycombe General Hospital in 
High Wycombe town centre and had a 
16 foot slope, was later sold in 1988/89 
for £3.5m. 

The receipts from the sale helped 
the club fin inance the aptly named 
3.75m Adams Park which opened in 
1990, and only last month won a Foot- 
ball ‘League award as the League's 
most improved ground.

Frank Adams's son Jack, who is the 
Patron of Wycombe Wanderers. He
